Re 
cently, research workers have found that 
adults who lack gamma globulin easily can 
get what is called a collagen disease._such 
as rheumatoid-arthritis, dermatomyositis (in 
whieh the skin and the. muscles under the 
skin are inflamed), or a generalized lupus 
erythematosus, or a thrombotic leukopenic 
purpura (in which the person gets black and 
blue spots under the skin, together with 
other troubles), It appears that the person 
who can make only minute quantities of anti- 
bodies is the one who, when a “foreign pro- 
tein” enters the body, is likely to develop 
chronic diseases of the arteri ies.
